Gen. Mark W. Clark, Far East- 
ern commander, announced the 
decision here and in Tokyo. The 
United States, however, will pay 
$100,000 tax-free to the young 
North Korean who flew the MIG 
jet to Kimpo airfield near Seoul 
Monday, 

As the first pilot to deliver 
a Russian-made MIG intact to 
the United States, he will re- 
ceive $100,000, but the offer 
of $50,000 for subsequent de-

“Labor Discipline.” 

“The purpose, according to 
some of the financial papers, 
was to ‘dampen the boom’. They 
don’t want a big depression, just 
a little one. They want a little 
slack so they can have a certain 
amount of ‘labor discipline’. 
Labor discipline means three to 
five million unemployed. 

“Any way you look at it, when 
you cut down business you cut 
down jobs.

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24 (INS)—Former Atomic En- 
ergy Commission Chairman Ger- 
don Dean said today the fite 
world must dectde now whether 
it can allow Russia to reach a 
point where it “will have the 
capability to virtually destroy us 
if she moves first.” 

Dean poséd the question, but 
offered no answer, in a speech 
before the annual meeting of 
the National Association of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers at Ports- 
mouth. 

He said: 

“Our superiority in weapons 


Russia places in our hands a de- 
terrent to Russian attack, but it 
has long been elear with the 
passage of but a few years this 
lead could be nullified and the 
effectivness of our deterring 
stockpile diminished. 

“Russia has the capability to- 
day to hurt us badly and we are 
faced with the ugly fact that 
within two years she will have 
the capability to virtually de- 
stroy us if she moves first. 

Time Running Out. 

“Since we have consistently 
underestimated the Russian’s 
let’s call it one year—not two. 
Time is therefore running out.” 

Then Dean asked: 

“Can we as a nation, and can 
the now free* world, permit the 
Soviet to reach this position of 
power? For reach it she will; 
and all the fervent hopes of free 
people everywhere will not deny 


less those hopes are reduced to 
action of some _ sort which 
forces open the Iron Curtain 
and brings a halt to her enor- 
mous weapons program.” 

Dean recognized the possibil- 
ity that atomic weapons might 
not be used in another war for 
fear of retaliation but said he 
found “little comfort in it.” 

Use of Crushing Weapons. 

He added: 

“While most of the world is 
fast becoming aware that it can- 
not afford war, all of the world 
is aware that wars cannot ef- 
fectively be fought by any coun- 
try whose hands are tied behind 
its back and that aggressions 
cannot be crushed without the 
employment of the most crush- 
ing weapons,” 

Dean again asked, “Can we as 
a nation, and can the nations of 
the now free world, permit the 
Soviet to reach the position 
where, if it chooses, it can com- 
pletely annihiliate this coun- 
try?”

(UP)}—A motion picture study 
group at University of Rhode 
Island has decided that for “pure 
enjoyment” nothing beats the 
celluloid sagas of the Old West.

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DULLES TEXT: ‘COMMUNIST LEADERS REPUDIATE MORAL LAWS’ 


U.S. Does Not Believe Peace 
Can Be Won by Concessions to 


Kremlin, Secretary Tells AFL 


He Pinpoints Danger Spots in World — 
Says Moscow May Hold Power to Un- 
leash Nuclear Bombs and Derides Rus- 
sian Claim of Workers’ Paradise. 


Following is the tert of Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’s address today at the American Federation of Labor 
convention in St. Louis. : 


I 


AM happy to be with you today and to talk with you about our 
effort to win peace and security for the United States. 
contribution of your organization is vital to that effort and I 
am very much aware of what you have done. 


The 


Had it not been 


done, we would now have less chance for peace and for the pres- 


ervation of values even more precious than peace. 


You and your 


leaders have been in the struggle when it has been more intense. 
You have gained an experience and a wisdom which indispensably 


supplements that of government. 


I would rather listen than 
talk—as I listened to President 
Meany a few days ago, when he 
was good enough to come to see 
me, But since you have asked 
me to talk, I will, first of all, 
give you my estimate of some of 
the more critical problems with 
which your Government is ac- 
tively dealing. Then I want to 
discuss the basic problem of how 
to rout the Communist menace, 
and that is where the workers of 
America can play a principal 


role, 
KOREA 

Korea was a matter of first 
concern. The armistice negotia- 
tions which had been going on 
for a year and a half had come 
to a standstill. The fighting was 
taking a steady toll of the lives 
of Americans and others under 
the United Natio Command. 
There was a growmg public de- 
mand that, unless an honorable 
armistice could be soon achieved, 
the fighting should be enlarged. 

We achieved an armistice. The 
future, naturally, is still obscure. 
But at least. the fighting is 
stopped, the aggression ended. 
Most of our men who were pris- 
oners of the enemy have been 
returned—about 3600 — and we 
shall do all within our power to 
insure that all are returned. A 
political conference is in pros- 
pect, designed to turn the armi- 
stice into permanent peace. The 
Chinese Communists seem to be 
pursuing tactics of delay, but we 
hope that steadfastness on our 
side will bring the conference 
into existence and that peace 
will come out of it. We shall do 
all within our power to assure 
this. I am glad to say that we 
and our Allies are now united in 
this matter. 

INDOCHINA 

In Indochina another war goes 
on. There has been danger that 
resistance to Communist aggres- 
sion might collapse with result- 


ant jeopardy to our vital inter-| 
ity of mind and sustaining faith | 
are all that stand between hu- | 
-manity and destruction. There- | 


ests in the west Pacific. Many 
of the people of Indochina had 
been persuaded that their choice 
was between colonialism and 
Communism and such a choice 
never gives rise to much enthu- 
siasm or much willingness to 
sacrifice and die. 


Now. the French, by declara- | 
tion of July 3, have made clear | 
their intention to grant full in- 


dependence to the associated 
states of Indochina as _ these 
states desire it. They are in the 
process of implementing that 
declaration, and there is every 
evidence that they are doing so 
in complete good faith. Thus, 
the character of the war becomes 
transformed. The United States 
can, in good conscience, contrib- 
ute substantially, in money and 
materie!, to the successful con- 
clusion of this war. It has be- 
come genuinely, a “war for in- 
dependence,” and the aggressive 
character of the Communist war- 
fare now stands exposed, 


IRAN. 


In the Middle East it seemed 
that Iran might become the 
gateway for a Soviet Communist 
seizure of the world's largest oil 
reserves. These provide liveli- 
hood for several Near East na- 
tions and help to sustain the 
air, sea and land defenses of the 
Mediterranean and Western Eu- 


rope. 

But the people of Iran, who 
have learned much from being 
next door to Russian ambitions, 
rose up in loyalty to the Shah 
to prevent the illegal retention 
of power by a regime which was 
becoming increasingly identified 
with the Communist party in 
Iran. There will thus be a new 
opportunity for Iran to tackle 
its internal problems and to 
strengthen its ties with the other 
free nations. f 
EUROPE. 


In Europe, the program for a 


European community had

many, out of which past wars 
have often come. 

But now the plans for Euro- 
pean unity are moving ahead. 
There have been ratifications of 
the European defense commu- 
nity treaty by both houses in 
Germany and by one house in 
The Netherlands, and parlia- 
mentary proceedings elsewhere 
are imminent. A positive result 
is not yet assured, but the 
prospects are much brighter.

strations — the only means of 
free expression they could seize 
upon—to show the world their 
opposition to oppression and to 
demand free elections, a decent 
standard of living and Ger- 
many’s reunification in freedom. 
East Germany's working people 
—the very people who accord- 
ing to Communist propaganda 
were supposed to be favored— 
were those who started the 
demonstrations. 

We are seeking a _ four- 
power meeting to satisfy the 
aspirations of the German 
people for unification. The 
British, French and oursélves 
sent the Soviet Union an in- 
vitation to such a meeting on 
Sept. 2. That invitation is still 
unanswered. But we still await 
hopefully a reply. 

We have tried to alleviate 4n 
some measure the physical suf- 
fering of the East Germans 
through a food program in Ber- 
lin, and President Eisenhower 
is asking the American people 
to help out with clothing for the 
coming winter. 

NEW WEAPONS. 

We are gravely preoccupied 
with the problem of new weap- 
ons. The forces of destruction, 
largely in terms of atom and hy- 
drogen bombs, are being de- 
veloped on a scale which threat- 
ens the survival of civilization 
as we know it. Furthermore, the 
possibility of setting these de- 
structive forces into motion may 
be possessed by Communist 
rulers who openly repudiate the 
restraints of moral law. 

That is an ultimate in peril 
which mankind has never had to 
face before. 

The response {s not to cringe 
or become panicky. The situa- 
tion calls for a hardening of re- 
solve to dispose of the present 
causes of war and to inaugurate 
an effective control of arma- 
ments. 

None of these things is easy 
to do. But strength of will, clari- 


fore, we must invoke, in great- 
measure, these qualities 


Your government does not 
believe that salvation can be 
won merely by making con- 
cessions which enhance the 
power and increase the arro- 
gance of those who have al- 
ready extended their rule over 
one-third of the human race. 
We do believe that if our na- 
tional purposes are honorable 
and just, if we understand the 
great aspirations of other peo- 
ples; if we set forth reason- 
able positions so clearly that 
others will not miscalculate; if 
we are good craftsmen in car- 
rying out our aims, then a 
just and durable peace is ob- 
tainable. 

At the United Nations As- 
sembly last week I set forth the 
over-all policies of the United 
States, particularly with relation 
The posi- 
is 


clear. We are willing to deal 


with each of the principal situ-| 


ations of tension — Germany, 
Austria, Korea, Indochina and 
the burdens of armaments. Also 
we are not inflexible, except as 
to matters of basic principle. We 
claim no monopoly of wisdom 
and virtue and we feel that we 
can learn from others. 

We appealed to the Soviet 
Government to meet us in an ef- 
fort both to control armament 
and to eliminate the situations 
which might bring armament 
into use. 

Four days later, last Monday, 
the Soviet delegation replied. 
The reply consisted merely of 
a repetition of their old refrains. 
But. as we said to the United 
Nations, we shall not grow weary 
or discouraged in our quest for 
peace. 
BIPARTISANSHIP 

Before passing on to the sec- 
ond phase of my remarks. I 


in our handling of foreign af- 
fairs, there has been bipartisan 
co-operation between the Execu- 
tive and the Congress. 

Let me here reassert by dedi- 
cation to the bipartisan ap- 
proach, so far as regards foreign 
policy. I have practiced that 
for many years—since, indeed 
working with Woodrow Wilson. 
The United States can be suc- 
cessfully served only by foreign 
policies which command the sup- 
port of the American people 
generally and of their represent- 


Congress. . 
THE BOLSHEVIK PLOT . 
Let me now turn from the 
work of government to the basic 
task in which all citizens should 
take part. That is the task of 


| making our American society so 


sound and so wholesome that it 
will have an appeal far superior 
In this 
task, your federation and other 


| like-minded labor organizations 


can and do help mightily in the 
quest for peace. 

The Bolshevik Communists 
are perpetrating what, in non- 


diplomatic language, is called a 
swindle. They portray a “work- 
ers’ paradise” and they get con- 
trol over many workers as the 
workers’ friend. 

It is significant that the enor- 
mous gains of Communism have 
been made possible primarily 
through such methods. 

Since 1939 the Bolshevik Com- 
munists have extended their 
grip to some 600,000,000 addi- 
tional people of some 15 other 
countries. In no case has this 
come about through the volun- 
tary and peaceful choice of the 
peoples concerned. But the co- 
ercion that was applied was in 
no case the coercion of military 
conquest, although in some cases 
the fear of this was potent. The 
actual method of operation was 
to seize political power from 
within. Sometimes this was done 
by civil war. Sometimes it was 
done by a_ sudden political 
stroke. But in all cases success 
was largely due to the fact that 
the Communists had previously 
won control of what they call 
“mass organizations.” And I do 
not have to tell you that one of 
their primary targets has been 
and is the labor unions, The 
professional Communist agita- 
tors, largely working in secret, 
have sought to persuade the dis- 
satisfied workers that a Com- 
munist government would great- 
ly improve their lot. 

The capacity of Communism 
to extend its sway by this false- 
hood is a dangerous fact. It 
means that we could be encir- 
cled, penetrated and perhaps 
even overcome without the 
Soviets ever having to fight us. 
Indeed, Stalin boasted that our 
defeat would come that way. No 
task is more Important for us 
than that of exploding the Com- 
munist myth, 

THE COMMUNIST HOAX. 

That should be possible. In- 
deed, you in your world-ide 
efforts have proved that it is 
possible. The facts are all on 
our side. The Russian worker 
is the most underpaid, over- 
worked person in any modern 
industrial state. He is the most 
managed, checked, spied on, and 
unrepresented worker in the 
world today. He has full em- 
ployment to be sure, because 
prison camps see to that. He 
earns his pay through a piece- 
work system which would make 
the authors of the Taylor-Bidault 
system gape with envy. 

Legally, the Russian worker 
cannot leave his job and shift 
to another job because he is 
bound to his job by his labor 
book. THat is his only pass to 
any future work. 


In Moscow, the capital and 
show place of Communism, 
the average worker’s apart- 
ment has 12 persons living in 
it. This comes to an average 
living space per worker of 
only 6 feet by 7 feet. Whole 
families must live in one 
room and share a bath and 
kitchen with three or four 
other families. 


Prices are so high that for 
most workers only bare existence 
can be paid for. I obtained 
some figures. I hesitate about 
using them here, because I know 
that the story is a familiar one 
o many of you.

The figures 
are, however, so striking that, 
at the risk of repeating what 
you already know, I should like 
to give them. 


For a worker to buy a pound 


of butter in New York, it takes | 
27 minutes of work; for a sim- 


ilar. worker in Moscow it takes 
over six hours of work. For a 
pound of sugar, three and one 
third minutes in New York; 84 
minutes in Moscow, For a quart 
of milk, seven minutes in New 
York; 42 in Moscow. For a 
dozen eggs, 25 minutes in New 
York; nearly three hours in Mos- 
cow.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The writer of the letter headed, 
“Let’s Be Honest,” asked the Post- 
Dispatch some reasonable questions 
which many of us would like to have 
direct and reasonable answers to be- 
fore we vote on the $1,500,000 plaza 
bond issue. 

You admitted thet you could not 
say that the apartments would be 
built; you had no informat:on as to 
what the rents would be, nor could 
you designate what was incant by 
middle-income families. You did 
know, however, that there would be 
an exemption of taxes for the Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation, which 
you say would have the benefit of 
low-cost ¢apital, temporary tax abate- 
ment and low land cost, and would 
not be operated for speculative prof- 
its; therefore the rents would be 
lower. 

Two of your most absurd answers 
were to the question, “Will they 
rent to Negroes?” and “What about 
school facilities?” When you say 
these are important questions. but 
questions which do not have to be 
decided at this time, may one ask, 
“Do you place property values above 
human values?” 

This writer is of the opinion that 
until the Committee of 150 consid- 
ers the progress of St. Louis as 
giving equal share to all citizens 
without regard to race, creed or 
color, the city will be in a state of 
decay, though it builds mansions of

About 30 years ago there was an 
upsurge of civic pride and ambition 
in St. Louis and the people approved 
an $83,000,000 bond issue for an ex- 
tensive program of improvements. 


It was my privilege as president 
of the Board of Public Service, to 
have had responsible charge of the 
execution of much of this work; that 
is not nearly so important as the fact 
that the people themseives assumed 
the obligation to pay the interest and 
sinking fund charges to amortize the 
indebtedness; today most of these 
bonds have been paid off in full. 


The other fact is that the people 
today are having the use of these 
projects, too numerous to set down 
here, but including such buildings as 
the Civil Courts Building, the Mu- 


' nicipal Auditorium, hospitals such as 
‘Homer Phillips Hospital, miles of 


sewers and paved streets, and major 
street widening projects such as 
Gravois avenue, Market street, Olive 
street and Natural Bridge avenue. 


On these widened streets 10 times 
flows as was 
possible before that great civic 
awakening. 

Now comes the first large plan 
since that accomplishment, namely, 
the extension of Memorial Plaza to 
Aloe Plaza accompanied by the mod- 
ernization of a blighted district. But 
there is this very great difference: a 
clever financial plan has _ been 
worked out which will relieve the 
taxpayer of any additional tax bur- 
den because of the project. 

All that is needed is an affirmative 
vote at the coming election; mere 
mental approval is not enough, mere- 
ly the slight effort of going to the 
polls and voting Yes is all that is 
needed. 

I cannot conceive our people be- 
ing so indifferent as to neglect this 
-gilight effort. 

If they do neglect it I must con- 
clude that the people of today do not 
love their city as did the citizens of 
30 years ago.

A Calamity for All Missouri 


Missouri’s cattle industry, the mainstay of 
agriculture in much of our state, is threatened 
with destruction by drouth. 

A Government aid program, designed to tide 
the industry over with surplus grains till the 
drouth broke and small grains could be sown 
for early fall pasture, has become obsolete. 
The hoped-for rain has not come, and the dead- 
line for seeding fall pasture was reached the 
middle of this month, 

Grain alone cannot hold the cattle over 
through the winter. They must have hay, and 
those cattlemen and dairymen who have been 
fortunate enough to get hay at all have been 
compelled to pay virtually prohibitive prices 
for it—$35 and $40 a ton, 


Hay has become the first necessity for hold- 
ing together an agricultural industry on which 
the livelihood of many Missourians depend. 
Hay enough for upwards of 500,000 cattle in 10 
Southwestern counties alone. Hay at a price 
that can be paid by farmers whose finances are 
being battered by the second successive year of 
drouth, and by far the worse. 


Gov. Donnelly, who has just declared the last 
of Missouri’s 114 counties to be drouth disaster 
areas, has sent Commissioner of Agriculture 
Carpenter into the northern plains to look for 
hay. There is reported to be an ample supply— 
270,000 surplus tons in South Dakota alone— 
but the difficulty lies in getting it to Missouri 
at a price low enough for the farmers to afford. 
Transportation may cost almost as much as the 
hay costs in the fields. 

The Government has the choice of subsidiz- 
ing enough of the cost of transportation to put 
the hay within the reach of the distressed farm- 
ers—or of bailing out the beef and dairy in- 
dustry after it collapses. 

- «a - 

It can pay for an ounce of prevention, or for 
a pound of cure. 

There is also apparently a need for expediting 
the grain and loan parts of the relief program. 
When it takes three weeks or longer to get grain 
needed immediately, and when only 78 loans 
aggregating $121,160 have been approved in a 
state where the drouth loss is estimated at 
$150,000,000, more expeditious action is both 
obvious and urgent. 

County committees right on the ground han- 
dle both applications—committees of the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Administration in the 
case of grain, committees of the Farmers Home 
Administration in the case of loans. These 
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arrangements should make it possible for the 
operations to be performed more expeditiously 
than they appear to be performed at present. 

Missouri cattlemen and dairymen, probably 
the worst hit in the nation, will need more 
than minimum encouragement to go on. 

Hundreds of dairy herds are being broken up 
fand sold as beef. Underweight beef cattle are 
being sold at distress prices. Machinery and 
equipment are being auctioned off for whatever 
they will bring. 

Large numbers of farmers are leaving the 
land and seeking employment in the cities, 
adding to the problems caused by industrial 
layoffs there. More than 5000 farmers in dis- 
tress have written to the Missouri Farmers 
Association, 

The spirit of the stricken farmers in the area 
around Springfield was characterized by the 
weatherman in that city, C. C. Williford, in the 
saddest of words: “The people seem licked, 
their spirit broken.” 

* * oe 

It is a hard question with them whether 
cows ordinarily bringing $200, but for which 
they now would receive about $65, are worth 
the heavy cost and worry of feeding through 
the winter ahead. 

Yet Missouri and the nation have a stake in 
their deciding that it is worth the price in 
money and headaches. 

. If the Missouri cattle industry collapses, many 
of the families it supports will haVe to go on 
some form of relief. 

Milk prices will go up and every consumer 
of milk will help pay the bill. 

A major source of productive wealth for Mis- 
souri will have to be rebuilt almost from the 
ground up in many counties, taking perHaps a 
decade, perhaps longer. 

The deputy PMA administrator, Marcus Bras- 
well, says he does not believe the Government 
will broaden its relief program to include hay 
buying, Secretary Benson's approach to the 
problem has been commendable as far as it 
has gone, but the disaster has now become too 
severe for a limited approach. 

It may appear economical for the Government 
to spend in a middling way for drouth relief, 
but it will not be economy if the Government 
is then presented with the unavoidable necessity 
of spending infinitely more to overcome a disas- 
ter which has been allowed to do its worst. 

There is an economical as well as humani- 
tarian time to tackle the challenge of the drouth 
head-on and with both hands. That time is now. 
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Joe Ryan’s Union Is Out 

Drastic action was required to deal with Joe 
Ryan's racket-ridden International Longshore- 
men’s Association, and the AFL has taken it, 
Responding to President George Meany’s lead- 
ership, the AFL has made history at its St. Louis 
convention by expelling the dockers’ union, 
72,362 votes to 765. Never before in its 72 years 
had the AFL revoked a charter of one of its con- 
stituent unions because of racketeering. 

Joe Ryan had his chances in abundance to 
clean up the docks. He did not and he has paid 
the penalty. His cue is clear. Let him and his 
minions get out of the way. If he fights to hold 
on, he will only make more trouble, and he has 
made far too much already. 

Organizing a new, racket-free dock union {is 
now the responsibility of the AFL. Protected by 
the laws of New York and New Jersey against 
violence and disorder, the Meany leadership 
doubtless will make its first order of business to 
free dock operations from hoodlums and gang- 
sters who have dominated them far too long. 
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A Big ‘If? in Korea 

The U.N. General Assembly has decisively re- 
fused to reopen debate on the Korean peace 
conference at this time, but the fundamental 
fact remains that no conference can be held un- 
less the Communists and the United States can 
agree on the arrangements for it. 

Ambassador Lodge seemed to recognize this 
when he proposed that ‘the question of inviting 
nonbelligerents to take part be considered by 
the conference itself. That may be the best way 
of solving the problem, and Canada’s appeal 
to the Communists to join in getting the meet- 
ing started on this basis will be widely supported. 

It is quite possible that the United States 
would be outvoted if the issue came to a test at 
the conference table, just as it was outvoted, 
though not by the required two-thirds, in the 
General Assembly. 

Of the 16 belligerents who would be entitled 
to participate in the peace conference, only 
three voted against inviting India. These were 
the United States, Colombia and Greece. Five 
belligerents voted for India, one abstained. 

But the big question now is whether the 
peace conference meets at all, and Canada—one 
of the belligerents which supported opening it 
to nonbelligerents—has stated strongly the rea- 
sons for going ahead. If any broader Far Eastern 
issues are to be settled, Canada’s Ambassador 
Pearson told the Assembly, the Korean question 
must first be settled. He believes that a Korean 
settlement is possible—“if there is good faith 
and good will on both sides.” 

It is, as Mr. Pearson says, a big “if."’ The Air 
Force charge that Communist planes have been 
shipped into North Korea in violation of the 
truce emphasizes that.

Men of Weight . 

The statement is ofttimes made that such and 
such a person is a man of weight in his commu- 
nity, and sometimes it is not easy to follow. It 
becomes hardest to follow when a thin, -short 
man is said to carry much weight, while a tall, 
heavyset man is said to carry no weight at all. 
The Brazilian Government has at last settled 
the quandary, objectively and, as far as we are 
concerned, permanently. 

In creating a state oil monopoly, Brazil’s Con- 
gress is requiring every car owner to buy stock 
in the government oil corporation. The amount 
of stock he will be required to buy will be pro- 
portionate to the weight of the car he owns. 
Thus, the owner of @ sports coupe, though he 
may cut quite a figure in the U.S. of A., will be 
a man of little weight in Brazil, oilwise. 

The fellow who owns a popular brand of pas- 
senger car will weigh somewhat heavier in Rio, 
say welterweight. Owners of expensive passen- 
ger cars will carry quite a good deal of weight in 
Brazil, the same as here. A man with a van 
would carry enough weight to throw around. 

It is all very simple, after all these years. For 


a people who are able to make an idiom make 
sense, you may perhaps beat the Dutch, but 
never the Brazilians. 
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Eisenhower, Nixon and the AFL 

It is said that Vice President Nixon is becom- 
ing one of the most influential of men around 
the White House. If so this is wholly under- 
standable after his visit to the American Feder- 
ation of Labor convention at Hotel Jefferson. 

Mr. Nixon had a thoroughly unpleasant as- 
signment. It was to speak the day after the Pres- 
ident’s resigned Secretary of Labor, Martin P. 
Durkin, had reported in detail to the convention 
that Mr. Eisenhower had broken his word per- 
sonally pledged to Mr. Durkin on Taft-Hartley 
Act amendments. The Vice President swallowed 
a few times, read the President’s message, added 
some words of his own, and, to applause that can 
be described as no more than light, departed. 
Mr. Nixon is mighty game and for that he de- 
serves credit and the White House’s appreciation. 

As for the President’s message, it was in 
marked contrast to Mr. Eisenhower’s personal 
address to the same organization just a year 
ago in New York. Then he was a candidate and 
he said that “the Taft-Hartley law might be used 
to break unions’ and “that must be changed” 
since “America wants no law licensing union- 
busting and neither do I."’ As Senator Morse of 
Oregon, who followed Mr. Nixon with a bris- 
tling, barbed, utterly uninhibited speech noted, 
this year there was no mention of the law as 
“union-busting.” 

The President now promises that recommen- 
dations for amendments will be submitted to 
him before the end of the year and that in turn 
he will send his own proposals to Congress in 
January. All this leaves the current controversy 
unresolved, If there was no agreement between 
the White House conferees and Mr. Durkin on 
amendments, why was a presidential message 
for Congress prepared? Why was The Wall 
Street Journal able to print what it said was the 
undelivered message at the bottom of which 
were the words “The White House’? 

January is too far off to wait for clarifica- 
tion of a situation that calls out for a chapter- 
and-verse accounting. 
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No Lights Flashed 


A young mother, Mrs. Betty Mae Rains, and 
her 20-month-old son, were killed when her 
automobile was struck by a New York Central 
train near Wanda, three miles west of Edwards- 
ville. The grade crossing at which the fatal 
crash occurred is unprotected. It has no gate, 
no bell, no lights that flash as a warning. 

Would it be too much to ask the Bi-State Au- 
thority to take an inventory of all grade cross- 
ings in the St. Louis metropolitan area and re- 
port their whereabouts and the extent of pro- 
tection, if any, at each? It is high time the St. 
Louis region knows where it stands in terms of 
other metropolitan areas on these grade cross- 
ing death traps. 
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The Mayors Chide Congress 


The United States Conference of Mayors 
spoke only the obvious fact when it rebuked 
Congress for not having “taken civilian defense 
seriously.” 

State legislatures, including Missouri's, have 
not for the most part taken it seriously either, 
though there are creditable exceptions. Gov. 
Donnelly spoke of the need for civil defense in 
the gravest terms recently, and had much to 
say about the citizen’s responsibilities for it— 
but little about the state’s responsibilities, though 
Missouri's State Government is giving it only 
token recognition. 

Civil defense is costiy. The federal, state and 
municipal governments ought to be investing in 
it all they can afford. Whether even that would 
be adequate, only the convulsions of war itself 
could determine, should they come despite all 
our efforts to avert them. 

But one thing is plain—that unless all three 
levels of government bear their shares of the 
load, the results will be grossly inadequate. And 
as the Mayors told their Senators and Represen- 
tatives, the cities cannot be expected to do their 
best unless Congress supplies the necessary 
leadership nationally. 
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How the Stock Market Decides

Its slump amid reports of thriving business prompts newspaper 
to note how opinions reflected in trading are reached; specula- 
tors spend half their time on business statistics, the rest reading 
tea leaves of “averages,” 


a slightly less than judicial process. 


An Editorial in The New York Times 


During a recent slump in the stock 
market, this newspaper published the 
results of a spot check it had made 
through its correspondents across the 
country on the impact of the Korean 
truce on business production and em- 
ployment. 

After assembling and analyzing the 
results of this survey, A. H. Raskin of 
our staff reached two major conclu- 
sions. These were: (1) The American 
economy is “taking the Korean cease- 
fire order in 
stride”; (2) While 
cuts actually made 
in defense spend- 
ing are having little 
effect, “talk of cuts 
was having a pro- 
nounced impact in 
many areas.” 

It is interesting 
to note that, while 
he does not stress 
the point’ specif- 
ically, in mention- 
ing some of these 
“areas,” Mr. Raskin 
heads the list with 
Wall Street. 

It is one of the cardinal rules of 
the financial writer that “arguing with 
the stock market” is pretty much a 
waste of time; and we are inclined, by 
and large, to defer to this precept. 

This is not because the stock mar- 
ket—Heaven forbid! — is always right 
or is always ahead of the rest of us. 
Rather, it is because of certain char- 
acteristics uniquely peculiar to the 
“opinion pattern” as reflected in the 
stock market averages, 

For example, in the chromatic scale 
of the speculative community there is 
no such color as gray. While the in- 
vestor may be content to put his money 
into a security because he believes. it 
to be safe, or because ‘t promises to 
give him an attractive yield, this is not 
the case with the speculator. 

The speculator who bought and sold 
securities regardless of the monetary 
fluctuations in the market would no 
longer be a speculator; certainly, he 
wouldn't be a successful one. He would 


be, to revert to our chromatics, like a 
player who kept betting on gray when 
he had a choice only between black 
and white. 

Or take a second characteristic that 
sets the opinions of the stock market 
apart from, let us say, that of the 
business economist: there is the con- 
sideration that the average profession- 
al speculator spends about half his 
time reading the future of the market 
in the business statistics, the rest of 
the time he may devote just as assid- 
uously to reading it in the tea leaves 
of market averages. 

A whole pseudo science concerning 
the forecasting of. share prices, for ex- 
ample, has been bu‘lt around one such 
set of averages. 

Many speculators study the market 
average formations and base their ac- 
tivities on the standard interpretations 
placed on such formations by the au- 
thor of this ‘‘scientific’” theory. 

Recently, it appears, the market av- 
erages deployed in a formation which 
disciples of this tneory instantly rec- 
ognized as a signal that the market 
would go lower before it could be ex- 
pected to advance again. 

Now, if selling on such a “signal” 
were confined entirely to students of 
this theory, the impact might or might 
not have pronounced repercussions on 
prices. But, as a study by the SEC 
of a single day’s trading in 1947 dur- 
ing a heavy week in the market showed, 
many speculators who view such for- 
mulae with the utmost skepticism in- 
variably watch closely for -these “‘sig- 
nals,” knowing that, whether one ac- 
cepts their scientific basis or not, they 
frequently provide highly propitious 
conditions under which to buy or to 
sell, as the case may be. 

As we say. we would be the last to 
argue with the stock market. Every 
so often, however, it seems to us to 
be in the general interest of public ed- 
ucation to issue a little reminder such 
as this that the processes by which 
the market arrives at what seems to be 
a given opinion at a given moment 
should never be confused with that, 
let us say, employed by the United 
States Supreme Court. 


Influence Peddling Cheaper Now

This sort of thing has got to stop, 
says Representative Hess of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the subcommittee. 
Business men have got to realize that 


“Washington is not a good climate for 
influence peddlers.’ Being cynics in 
some things, we doubt that there will 
ever be an end to men who try to ped- 
dle influence whatever administration 
is in power. But we're all for making 
it tough for them to operate and for 
exposing them wherever congressional 
termite hunters can find them. 

And we suppose that the Republicans 
deserve some credit. They promised in 
the campaign to drive “5 per centers” 
from Washington and cut costs. They’ve 
done both. This newest influence ped- 
dler is a “4 per center”—offering a 
20 per cent saving for the American 
business man.

Between Book Ends 


Big Canvas, Crisp Strokes 
THE SOUNDING BRASS, by Edythe Latham. (Lit- 

tle, Brown, 465 pgs., $4.50.) 

A first novel of marked strength and 
many merits, Miss Latham’s study of a 
vivid Southern family is one that 
should draw readers who wish neither 
a soft-focused picture of nostalgic 
glories nor one of the two-headed-baby- 
in-the-pigsty studies that have been 
popular in recent years. 


She achieves, instead, a novel which 
might have been set in almost any 
other section, as far as its basic essen- 
tials go—a_ well-constructed, well- 
shaped portrait of a group of people, 
human beings shaded in recognizable 
tones and attitudes. Miss Latham is an 
artist who works with crisp strokes on 
a large canvas. 

Here is the story of Marcus Chadley 
—overdominant, sometimes enigmatic. 
a man who appeared in his town of 
Newton toward the end of the last cen- 

tury, to exert a 
firm hand over its 
destinies. 

“The Sounding 
Brass’ begins with 
Marcus himself, 
goes on to the af- 
fairs of his two 
sons, one a rebel 
in a limited fash- 
ion, the other a 
conformist; and 
then moves to the 
affairs of a third 
generation. 

Increasingly the 
book concerns it- 
self with this new- 
est Chadley generation—the _ grand- 
daughter August, who strikes out in 
her own direction and in her own way. 
In these later passages Miss Latham 
appraises current Southern forces, eco- 
nomic and social, and here, perhaps, is 
the heart of her book, the matter closest 
to her heart. 


The author has'a way with her 
words, an understanding of her people. 
Many passages are memorable, and Miss 
Latham can make a point in a sharp, 
brief scene. She pictures the small dif- 
ferences in a town, the rivalries of the 
men and, no less, of the women, the 
effects of change through the $everal 
generations. 


Her strongest character is, of course, 
August the girl, though with the Negro 
servant Isaiah, a part-time preacher, 
she offers a remarkable figure, pre- 
sented with simplicity and power. 

The book, despite its affirmative 
qualities, has a tendency toward melo- 
drama—premonitions and over-conven- 
tional treatment of certain scenes. Now 
and then, too, Miss Latham seems to 
write as from a distance, “about her 
story” rather than telling it directly. 
But despite defects, “The Sounding 
Brass” is one of the better first novels 
of the year.

The Indian Then and Now 


RED MAN'S AMERICA, by Ruth M. Underhill. 

(University of Chicago Press, $5.50.) 

Writing a history of America’s Red 
Indians is rather like trying to describe 
an iceberg from the visible portion. 
Miss Underhill frankly admits that In- 
dians probably lived in North America 
for hundreds, if not thousands, of years 
before the white man came, yet rela- 
tively little is known about them. 

They were pretty certainly the first 
people to populate this continent to 
any extent. (As a matter of fact, even 
their name is a complete misnomer, 
thanks to their white discoverers: they 
cians come from India, and they arent 
red. 


Miss Underhill, an expert on the sub- 
ject, has some fascinating chapters, in 
which she cleverly reshapes the pre- 
history of these people. Thereafter 
the story assumes a more familiar guise. 
The author is one writer who does not 
indiscriminately heap blame on our 
Government for its present-day treat- 
ment of the Indians, as some writers do, 
but she does urge that we help young 
Indians equip themselves to play their 
part in a modern civilization. A good 
book about a reawakening people.

Natures Harvest 


September Is Seed 
Time for Plants 
By Leonard Hall 


EPTEMBER is seed time—the time of Na- 

G ture’s harvest. It is the most interesting 

season of the year in which to study the way 

plants reproduce themselves. And the first 

observation we are 

likely to make is 

that the vast ma- 

jority of them grow 

from seed. There 

are, to be _ sure, 

many plants which 

have other methods 

of increasing or 

multiplying, though 

these are generally 

supplementary. The 

Iris, like such wild- 

flowers as Solo- 

mon’s Seal and 

crinkle-root as well 

as a number of 

grasses, multiplies 

through rhyzomes 

which are underground stems that put down 

roots and start a new plant growing. But Iris 

and the wildflowers and grasses which spread 

in this way also make seed; and this is true of 

plants which grow from bulbs and multiply by 

division, such as the lilies and Dutchmen’s 

Breeches. Thus it may be said that in the plant 
world, reproduction from seed is universal.

PRACTICALLY ALL SEEDS come from flow- 
ers. Sometimes these are conspicuous, beautiful 
in form and color, and bloom in long succession 
throughout the spring and summer months. But 
just as often, as in the case of most of our forest 
trees and nearly all the grasses, the flowers are 
tiny, inconspicuous and so transient that we are 
hardly conscious they have bloomed. Yet these 
are just as truly flowers as are the poppy, the 
black-eyed Susan or beautiful’ red lobelia. All 
you need do is take a strong magnifying glass to 
examine them and you will have opened up a 
whole new world. For here in mintfature is the 
complete flower structure, as intricately and 
beautifully designed as in any of the larger 


blossoms.

ANOTHER THING you will immediately no- 
tice is that there is very little relationship be- 
tween size of flower and seed. Thus the big, 
showy poppy produces a pod that eventually 
discharges a large number of tiny seeds, while 
the walnut flower is so inconspicuous that it 
blooms without being noticed, but produces a 
single seed of considerable size. You will also 
be impressed with the wide variation in seed 
packages. Thus the legumes, which include 
beans, clovers, red bud, the locusts and many 
others, pack their seeds in pods. Gourds, cucum- 
bers, squash and watermelons all have a large, 
succulent fruit in which the seeds are either 
solidly imbedded of grow in a hollow space in- 
side, with each seed attached to the fruit in 
such a way that it can be nourished. Among the 
berries are some which enclose each individual 
seed in a globe, like the blackberry, and others 
which pack them into a single ball like cran- 
berry and gooseberry. Larger fruits have this 
same characteristic; the peach, plum and cherry 
have one seed for each fruit, while apples and 
members of the citrus family put all their seeds 
into a single package. 
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SEEDS HAVE a hundred ways of traveling. 
Thus some of the commonest weeds like lambs 
quarter and pigweed seem to have adapted them- 
selves to living close to the habitations of man. 
They seed prolifically in his vegetable garden 
and around the pens where animals are quar- 
tered. When garden seeds are harvested there 
are almost certain to be a few weed seeds mixed 
in, to be seeded again next year and perhaps in 
some other garden. And when the barn-lot is 
cleaned out, weeds ride’away in the manure to 
be spread out on the fields. Perhaps this is not 
as true an example of adaptation, however, as 
some others. There are literally dozens of other 
seeds that travel by air, of which the dandelion, 
milkweed, cat-tail and numerous tree seeds such 
as sycamore and cottonwood are illustrations 
that come readily to mind. Some of these, more- 
over, may travel long distances and where a 
specific environment must be found in order for 
the seeds to grow, they are generally exceedingly 
numerous. Thus the cat-tail, which can only 
grow if it finds lodging at the edge of some lake 
or pond, is a wonderful traveler. It may come 
to rest a dozen times on its wind-borne journey.

SOME PLANTS like the jewel weed or touch- 
me-not shoot their seeds out when the pod is 
ripe. This isn’t a very efficient method, per- 
haps. Yet since the pod often bursts on contact, 
the seed may find lodging in the fur of an ani- 
3mal or the plumage of a bird and travel for a 
considerable distance. 

Squirrels, chipmunks, packrats and mice are 
all seed carriers. The squirrei buries every year 
a large store of nuts and acorns, not in any 
planned way but at random. Most naturalists 
believe that the squirrel dosen’t actually remem- 
ber these stored food supplies. He or another 
squirrel or even some other species may event- 
ually dig up a few of these nuts, but many 
remain where they are buried and eventually 
sprout into a new tree. Birds are also great 
seed carriers. And then there is the big family 
of “stick-tights,” cockleburs and sandburs, which 
simply attach themselves to any animal that 
comes along and travel until they fall off. 
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MANY SEEDS of the autumn season are con- 
spicuously beautiful so that here in the Ozarks 
we enjoy the bittersweet, the scarlet fruit of the 
dogwood and heart-shaped red seeds of the 
wahoo. These and many more make September 
a rewarding time to be abroad in the Missouri 
countryside.

Once you've selected a script—the eenie-meenie-minie- 
mo method is as good as any—draw up a budget. Don't 
let the cost frighten you—none of the money has to come 
out of your pocket. There are 4000 tried-and-true angels 
who get their kicks and tax deductions by investing in 
Broadway shows, and for a few dollars you can buy a 
mimeographed list of their names and addresses.

READER with a long mhem- 
A ory writes to know if we can 

help him relive again the 
lovely past in the corner 
saloon, 

Some 40 or 50 years ago, he 
recalls, the corner saloon would 
throw a “feed” for its regular 
customers, and two of the most 
popular dishes would be turtle 
soup and turtle mulligan. The 
cooking would start early in the 
morning, and it would be ready 
to serve about 7 p.m. He would 
like, he says, some help in try- 
ing to recapture this lost art. 

I'm afraid I can’t be of much 
help, because when the old 
corner saloon, as distinguished 
from the new corner saloon, or 
cocktail lounge, was in exist- 
ence, I never went near them. 
The main reason was that I was 
under 12 years old, and they 
wouldn't let me in, no matter 
how hard I tried. That’s why 
I never had any turtle soup. 

However, I have been able to 
dig up a turtle soup recipe 
which may help. I don’t know 
whether it’s what you might 
call saloon turtle soup or not, 
but here it is: 

Combine a cup and a half of 
diced fresh turtle meat with a 
couple of quarts of beef stock 
and season it with a bay leaf, 
a clove of mace, a tablespoon 
and a half of lemon juice and 
three drops of tabasco. 

Bring it to a boil and cook 
it until the turtle meat is tender. 
Take out the bay leaf and the 
mace and add one hard cooked 
egg white, diced fine. Season 
it with salt and pepper to taste. 
When you serve it, toss about a 
jigger of sherry into each hot 
bowl of soup. That’s what gives 
it the saloon flavor. 

You may run. into a little 
trouble getting fresh turtle 
meat, because few of the meat 
counters offer it these days. 
However, there is canned turtle 
meat to be had, and it isn’t a 
bad substitute. As for the turtle 
mulligan, I'm afraid it’s gone 
the way of the old corner saloon. 
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OW that we're out of the

senses, when properly pre- 
pared, but how often do you 
find it properly prepared? The 
last restaurant I discovered that 
knew what to do with short ribs 
of beef was O’Brien’s Steak 
House in Houston, Tex. Most 
restaurants, not to miention the 
little woman, seém to think that 
all you have to do to prepare 
short ribs of beef is to toss them 
in a pot with some vegetables, 
and by some process of magic 
they'll come out tender and 
tasty. They come out all right, 
but they come out fighting. I've 
been floored many times by a 
tough short rib and I’m not 
ashamed to admit it. 


Most men like short ribs and 
if you women want to make 
them happy, here’s how: 

Wipe five pounds of short 
ribs with a damp cloth. Com- 


bine six tablespoons of flour 
with two teaspoons of salt and 
half a teaspoon of pepper and 
six shakes of paprika and rub 
the mixture into the ribs, 


Now melt four tabiespoons of 
shortening in a big pan that can 
take the oven. When the grease 
smokes, brown the meat on all 
sides, for about 20 minutes. 
Then add two chopped onions 
and a chopped clove of garlic 
(if you like garlic) and cook 
them until they’re brown. 


Then pour off most of the 
fat and add two tapiespoons of 
vinegar, two tablespoons of 
brown sugar, two thirds of a 
cup of catsup, four teaspoons of 
Worcestershire sauce, a_  tea- 
spoon of dry mustard, a cup of 
chopped celery and two cups of 
stock or water. Let it boil. Take 
it off the fire. Cover it and stick 


it in the oven at 350 degrees 
and leave it there until the 
meat is tender, which will take 
two and a half to three hours. 
An hour before the end of the 
cooking time throw in 16 small 
peeled onions and the same 
number of small scraped car- 
rots. 

When you serve them put the 
meat on the hot platter, sur- 
round it with the vegetables, 
spoon the excess fat off the 
gravy and pour it over the meat 
and sprinkle everything with a 
se chopped parsley and oh

Have the butcher cut you a 
single slice of round steak 
which will weigh about four 
pounds and be an inch and a 
half thick. Some people - have 
the butcher pound it, but I 
prefer to pound my own, Pound 
the flour and the seasoning 
right into it. Use a half cup of 
flour and two teaspoons of salt 
and half a teaspoon of pepper 
and a fourth of a teaspoon of 
paprika. Mix it all together and 
pound it into both sides of the 
meat with the edge of a saucer, 


Heat three tablespoons of 
shortening in a big skillet and 
get it to smoking and then 
brown the meat on both sides. 
Then add a chopped clove of 
garlic, a chopped onion and a 
chopped green pepper without 
the seéds and fibers. Cook it 
for three minutes. Now mix to- 
gether three fourths of a cup 
of catsup and two and a half 
cups of stock or water and pour 
it over the meat. Bring it to 
a boil and cover it, or, if you 
want to, transfer it to a roast- 
ing pan, Anyway, when it starts 
to boil, ) go it in a 325 degree 
oven and leave it there at least 
two and a half hours, If it gets 
too dry, add a little water. 

There are some people, I 
have learned, who cook Swiss 
steak without any catsup or to- 
mato flavor at all, but we try 
not to think of such things. 


How to Cut 
Your Winter 
Heating Bill

On Reducing Heat Loss. 
E note that the cost of liv- 
ing has gone up another 
peg and that probably 
means that the cost of keeping 
warm this winter is going to be 
a little higher than last year, as 
if last year wasn’t bad enough. 

Of course, one way to keep 
your heating bills down is to be 
sure that you get every nickel’s 
worth of heat out of the fuel you 
burn. 

The greatest amount of heat 
loss from a house is through the 
roof, so it makes pretty good 
sense to insulate the roof or the 
attic floor. 

The next spot where heat loss 
is the greatest is around win- 
dows and through window glass. 
Storm sashes are the answer to 
to this one along with weather- 
stripping. 

If your home is equipped with 
these three items, roof insula- 
tion, storm sashes and weather- 
stripping, you can expect to re- 
duce heat loss by 30. per cent 
or 80. 

If you are anxious to reduce 
your heat loss even more, go 
after the exterior walls and have 
these filled with insulation. 

Sidewall insulation is not as 
important as roof insulation, but 
it’s still a very worthwhile in- 
vestment. 

Another spot to catch heat 
loss is at your heating plant. 
Many furnaces send far too much 
heat up the chimney. Many are 
out of adjustment so that only a 

rtion of the fuel burned pro- 

uces any heat. 

The best way to handle this 
situation is to have your heating 
equipment carefully checked 
over in the fall by a competent 
heating serviceman or contrac- 
tor. 


Leaks at pipe joints can often 
be corrected by smashing some 
of the exposed threads with a 
cold chisel. These should be 
struck in such a way that they

Mail-Me-Monday Is Their Man Friday 


Organization Does Almost Anything for More Than 200 Small Businesses in St. Louis Area

EORGE F. MICHAEL was 

driving down the highway 

somewhere in Illinois, mind- 
ing his own business, when a 
car with a couple of young wom- 
en pulled up beside him. The 
girls took a look at the sign on 
his car and one of them tit- 
tered: 

“Can we have you over the 
weekend if we promise to mail 
you back on Monday?” 

The girls zoomed off in a 
cloud of bashful giggles before 
Michael could collect himself 
sufficiently to explain that the 
business advertised by his car 
sign, which says ‘“Mail-Me-Mon- 
day,” is not an escort service. It 
does, however, do almost any- 
thing else. Or soit seems to the 
200-odd small businesses in the 
St. Louis area (total annual vol- 
ume: $8,000,000) which have put 
the company known as Mail-Me- 
Monday on their payroll. 


Mail-Me-Monday does all their 
bookkeeping on the latest auto- 
matic business machines; sup- 
plies monthly operating state- 
ments; reconciles all bank ac- 
counts; makes out all tax re- 
turns; furnishes national operat- 
ing percentages showing how 
other businesses of the same 
type are doing; and does all 
this by mail. The customer 
doesn’t even have to put a 
stamp on the envelope when he 
sends in his-records. Prepaid en- 
velopes are furnished in three 
sizes. All he has to do is drop 
one in the mail each Monday. 

In case of need, Mail-Me-Mon- 
day will do considerably more. 
Take the case of the busy tav- 
ern keeper. This tavern keeper 
was so pre-occupied that he 
didn’t even have the time to 
count his receipts. So Mail-Me- 
Monday performed not only its 
customary services but also sent 
someone over to the tavern 
once a day to count the money. 


Or consider the consulting en- 
gineer who didn’t trust himself, 
He wouldn’t sign up for Mail- 
Me-Monday service unless the 
firm agreed to counter-sign all 
his checks. This was arranged 
and the company’s officers soon 
got used to being called at 3 a.m. 
when the engineer found him- 
self stuck with the check in a 
night club or temporarily penni- 
less somewhere out of town. 


Mail-Me-Monday also-acts as 
executive secretary to the Retail 
Grocers Association of East St. 

It negotiates unicn con- 
tracts, holds dinners (after sell-

Despite such time-consuming 
hand-holding with the customers, 
Mail-Me-Monday, a nation-wide 
network with headquarters in 
San Diego, Calif., is an exceed- 
ingly healthy business. A sales- 
man of M-M-M franchises in 
Massachusetts, for instance, got 
so sold on his product that he 
bought a franchise himself. And 
a business man who purchased 
M-M-M service and was told 
by its expert accountants that 
he wouldn’t be in business much 
longer did what seemed to him 
the only logical thing: he folded 
up and joined Mail-Me-Monday,

HIS week representatives of 

most of the 200 franchised 

M-M-M offices gather for 
their first annual convention to- 
day through Saturday, at the 
Broadview hotel, East St. Louis. 
Which makes this as good a time 
as any to look into how Mail- 
Me-Monday got started. 

The time was World War II. 
The place was the assembly line 
at Consolidated-Vultee . Aircraft 
Corp. in San Diego. Among the 
machinists was heavy-set Charles 
L. Silverman who had once made 
a lot of money (among other en- 
terprises, he had a Boston-New 
York bus line), but he didn’t 
have it any more.

The men formed the Post- 
War Investment Co., bought an 
apartment house and were ac- 
quiring more real estate when 
Hession, the toolcrib attendant, 
approached them with his fa- 
vorite idea. The idea was to 
furnish mail-order bookkeeping 
to small businesses. Most little 
entrepreneurs, he pointed out, 
don’t like paper work and can’t 
afford high-priced professional 
help. Furthermore, it was a

well-established fact that many 
small business failures are due 
to little more than poor book- 
keeping. 

Hession joined the company 
which promptly formed a sub- 
sidiary to give birth to Mail-Me- 
Monday. Soon there were 3000 
customers in California alone 
and M-M-M began selling fran- 
chises for other cities. A na- 
tional magazine ran a_ story 
about the operation and George 
Michael, an East St. Louis ac- 
co ‘just back from the 
war, read it. He made himself 
a note and slipped it in his 
pocket. A few weeks later he 
found it, quite accidentally, 
wrote M-M-M in San Diego and 
purchased a franchise.

Russian experiment, we per- 
mitted ourselves to condone 
wrongs that we knew to be 
wrongs. We consented to vio- 
lations of principle that we 
knew to be fatal to the moral 
integrity of mankind. 

“We defended, or at least 
apologized for, evils in the 
case of Russia which horrified 
us wherever else they ap- 
peared, and by whomsoever 
else they were done. We ac- 
cepted covertly, if not openly, 
the most dangerous and ulti- 
mately disastrous idea that 
can lodge within the human 
mind—namely, that the end 
justifies the means.”

THAT IS a forthright state- 
ment, and it was made almost 
14 years ago, at a time when 
the Russians were still quite 
fashionable in many quarters. 
There could scarcely be a 
more complete repudiation of 
Soviet methods. There could 
scarcely be a meye critical 
self-accusation. The*man who 
made that statement was nei- 


ther the tool nor the dupe of 
the Reds. 

I have quoted the last sen- 
tence sometimes in my talks 
to sororities at the opening of 
the rushing season. “The most 
dangerous and ultimately dis- 
astrous idea that can lodge 
within the human mind— 
namely, that the end justifies 
the means.” 

Sorority girls are under 
great temptation to break the 
rules they themselves have 
made and have to ob- 
serve. And if they don’t think 
clearly, they justify themselves 
by saying that the end justifies 
the means, they are doing a 
dishonorable thing only for the 
laudable motive of advancing 
the interests of their group. 

It is a case of misplaced 
loyalty, or unexamined loyalty. 
To realize that one can be com- 
pletely loyal to a group only 
by giving one’s loyalty to a 
principle higher than any 
group means that one has be- 
come mature. It is the obli- 
gation of the university to de- 
velop this maturity.

SOME PEOPLE think that 
all this fuss about sorority 
rules is much ado about noth- 
ing.

F WE could go back 4000 
| years, and visit a city of Baby- 

lonia, we should find that all, 
or almost all, of the houses had 
walls made of bricks. The 
country was short of trees, and 
littie wood was employed in 
building.
